“The most notable event of our tarry at Tromso was 
our visit to a Lapp encampment and an inspection of a 
band of reindeer. , . One extraordinary habit of 
the domestic reindeer is, that they have an irre3istable 
impulse to seek tfie coast in the summer season, which 
the owner does not attempt to resist. They take up 
their line of march from the highlands to the coast vol¬ 
untarily, when the advancement of the season has 
made a certain progress—usually in June, but in very 
backward seasons this is delayed till July. If the own¬ 
er capnot resist this impulse, he can at least control it.” 


would rush away to the mountains at once; . . so 
we submitted to be led a long way round to leeward of 
the deer, when we turned directly toward them and in 
full view. Most of the herd had lain down, no doubt 
being fatigued with the morning’* drive. The owner 
and his good lady Lapp with some herdsmen were 
right among them talking in a soft, soothing way, 
which no doubt the beasts understood. . .

How¬ 
ever, the antlers of the female of all species of reindeer 
are much smaller than on the male, and she carries them 
later iu the season before she sheds them. . . .

In 
color ami consistencyitresemblessweeicriam from the 
cow’s milk. It has an aromatic taste, but untutored 
stomachs can bear but a small portion of it at a time. 
It is rarely made into butter, . , but it is said that 

six or eight times as much clieesc may be made from it 
as front cow's milk. . . . Thus we see that the Lap¬ 

landers use the reindeer as a beast of draught and a 
beast of burthen ; it supplies them with both milk and 
llesh for food ; ilsskin furnishes them with clothes from 
head to foot, and also serves for bedding and wraps or 
robes. Of tbe bones and antlers they ingeniously make 
various implements both for their own use and for sale. 
It constitutes not only the wealth butlhe very existence 
of the mountain Lapps. Without them the interior of 
the country would have remained uninhabited, for no 
other domestic animal would finite supplied its place. 
It lives and thrives in a practically barren couotry, save 
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The Wilson (or American) snipe shooting wns par- 
excellence with us; have never seen anything equal it iD 
in the last eight years I have been here. Friend C. and 
myself killed in two hours time on the west side of the 
town, hardly out of the corporation, 06 of the little 
beauties, when we had lo leave them on account of 
business. I am satisfied we could have bagged 100 that 
afternoou had we kept on shooting. The cause of l heir 
being so plenty was on account of the high water in 
September, Which overflowed thousands of acres ol this 
bottom land, and when it went down it left a great por¬ 
tion wet and spongy, just the best kind of ground tor 
the snipe, when they sturted on their southern trip, 
causing them to stop here, and to remain for quite a 
long time, a great many remaining after the sloughs 
huufrozcn over, myself killing two on the ice while 
hunting ducks about Nov. 20th, Have any of your 
renders met with anything of the kind before? 

Quail shooting has been a total failure here the last 
season. The cold weather last winter killed off a great 
many of this noble bird—as 1 wrote you last spring that 
I feared it had, and the. wet scuson duriug their laying 
and hatching time has completed the wreck. I have 
hunted over ground where two friends and myself 
killed a year ago from 80 lo 50 quail (Bob White) in 
three aud four hours shooting, several times, and could 
uot start a single bird. AIsiT, hunted another excellent 
ground where~wc always met with equally as good suc¬ 
cess, irnd succeeded in finding one little covey of soven 
birds. • 

It will be two or three years with favorable seasons 
hefore we cau expect to have good quail shooting again, 
aud this state of alfairs culls for the strongest kind of 
protection, and 1 trust tile sporting clubs all over the 
West will see that they are protected, as It is not only 
here, they are nearly exterminated, but over a great 
part of the West. 

1 might also say the same about that noble gam' 
bird, the pinnated grouse, although they did not suffer 
lo so great an extern. In this section, it was a good 
day’s work for one to bug from 6 to 18 or lo prairie 
chickens, and I think ihe cause is traceable to the wet 
season, which destroyed the eggs and the young. A 
fciv more such seasons would nearly exterminate that 
noble bird with us. This winter bas been a most favor¬ 
able one lor our game bids, and if wc have no severe 
weather lo kill them off duriug the remainder of the 
cold season, there Is enough left to give quite uu in¬ 
crease next season.

Next comes a strong, healthy red Irish pup, 
out of Mr. Burges’ dog Rufus, and then a Laverock 
pup, white and ticked, out of Raymond’s “ Pride of 
the Border,” dam Adam’s Dora. He shows the prom¬ 
ise of a splendid dog. He is elegantly built, with ears 
so tine und silky that they may almost be drawn 
through a finger ring. Besides these Mr. Demuth has 
some of the finest native blood in the country. One 
bitch, heavy in pup, being of the celebrated LeMoyne 
breed; another orange and while bitch, with a litter of 
eight, whose pups take to huntiug al seven months old 
as naturally as a duck takes to water. There are sev¬

Pointers. 

As we said in a former article, the pointer of the 
present day is a descendant of the old Spaniard, of 
whose origin noLbmg is posivitely known, though it is 
ascribed by old writers to some of the large bounds. 
This dog had some good qualities, but more faults, and 
various crosses were tried to obtain an increase of the 
former and breed out the lutter. More speed aud en¬ 
durance, with a better form and disposition, were es¬ 
pecially desirable, and these were sought through the 
introduction of foxhound blood. This produced tbe 
best results, and near the close of tbe last century 
Dash, a dog-tbus bred, the property of Ool. Thornton, 
was so superior to the dogs of his time, that he was 
sold for one hundred and twenty guineas and a cask of 
Maderia. 

This cross also induced a change of colore, for while 
the Spanish pointer was almost irrevocably liver uud 
while, many of the new dogs displayed all the variety 
of workings exhibited by the foxhound. Experiments 
were also made to still further improve the new breed, 
and it is reported that a greyhound cross was produced, 
but that this was soou abandoned, as it was discovered 
that tbe offspring of this mixed blood lost as much in 
nose us they gained in speed. Modern pointers, how¬ 
ever, show by their coloring the different changes 
through which they have been deduced from the origi¬ 
nal stock. We have now the self or uniform colors, 
such as white, black, liver, brown, red, and also the 
black and tan, or mixed colors. Another change has 
ulso been wrought, viz,, quality of coat, for though the 
Spanish pointer was a rough, coarse-haired animal, his 
aristocratic successor has a fine, delicate skin, aud a 
coat that is short, satin like. This is, however, fully 
as much loss as gain, especially in a country like our 
own, for, while it is admirably adapted to hot climates 
uud open work, it totally unfits the dog for bearing 
cold or severe work upon half frozen marshes or in 
thorny covers. Some dogs, it is true, have pluck 
enough to face these as long a$ they can, but it is only 
a question of time which will compel the boldest to 
succumb to wounds, sore feet or rheumatism. 

Pointers are not divided into different breeds like 
setters, but lines of distinction are drawn dividing 
them into classes according to size and weight, and a 
violation from these, or entry into a wrong class, will 
disqualify a dog upon an English show bench. Some 
breeders in England have brought their pointers up to 
a very high standard, winning a world-wide renown for 
their cxcelieuce. The peculiarly rigid attitude, thor¬ 
oughly cataleptic in its style, displayed by the dogs of 
Wnilehousc, Gorth, and other men of equal repute, is 
unsurpassed in beauty, and seems to belong to the 
pointer aloue. 

It is claimed that pointers are easier to train, and bold 
tbeir breaking better than setters. Unquestionably, 
we think, tbey have less dash and vim, though perhaps 
equal speed, unci this may make them less difficult for 
inexperienced men to huudle, but ou the other hand a 
majority of sportsmen admire tbe setter for tbe very 
quality which gives them trouble, and it hardly admits 
of question that, for the greater part of our sporting, 
the setter is a better, because a more lasting dog. We 
propose, iu a future article, to discuss the comparative 
adaptation of setter and pointer to American field 
work, so will not enter upon the subject now. 

Through certain portions of the south and west, the 
pointer has ever been a favorite. In the south espe¬ 
cially, well bred pointers are said to exist, the offspring 
of imported blood brought over many years ago. It is, 
however, difficult to trace them to any certain pedigree, 
since, with but few exceptions, no care has been taken 
to preserve the records of descent. We shall not, 
therefore, make any mention of other than recently 
imported dogs, confining ourselves as with setters to 
dogs of undeniable breeding. The number of these is 
very small,as importers have, as a general thing, fan¬ 
cied the setter, aud but few pointers have consequently 
been brought over. Among tbe most noted are Mr. 
.Jenkins' SaneUo and Juley ; Air. Henderson’s Sefton ; 
Dr. Strachan's George and Peg, and Messrs. Seeley & 
Stevens’ Rap. 

The following is the Fanciers' Gazette standard for 
judging upon the show bench : 

Head should be moderately long, narrowing from the 
skull; the skull not too prominent above the eyes, as 
this gives a heavy appearance ; rather deep in the lip, 
but not any Haw, or very slight; nostrils open, with 
level jaw ; eyes moderately bold ; ears thin, set into the 
head, just where the skull begins to recede at the sides 
of the head, hanging fiat on the cheek ; throwing tbe 
eurs back so as to show the insides has a bad appear¬ 
ance, und too often indicates a cross; neck medium in 
proportion to bead, and body rather inclined to be long, 
but not much so, thickening from the head to the set in 
of the shoulders; no looseness of the throat skin; 
shoulders narrow at the meeting of the blade bones, 
with a great amount of muscle, long in the blades, set 
slanting with arm of the leg Blrong and coming away 
straight, and elbow neither out nor in ; the legs not 
great heavy boned, but with a great amount of muscle ; 
leg pressed straight to the foot, well rounded and sym¬ 
metrical, with foot well rounded, this is the fore legs 
and feet ; chest moderately deep, not over wide, but 
sufficiently wide and deep to give plenty of breathing 
room ; back level, wide in loins, deeply ribbed, and 
with ribs carried well back ; hips wide and full of mus¬ 
cle, not straight in the hock, but moderately bent; 
stifles full aud well developed ; the stern nearly straight, 
going off tapering to the point, set in level with the 
Back, carried straight, not above the level of back ; sym¬ 
metry and general appearance racy, and much beauty 
of form appears to tbe eye of a real pointer breeder ana 
fancier. The weights we consider best for different 
purposes are from fifty pounds to about sixty-five 


pounds. Coat short and glossy, but a deal bere depends 
on condition.

Kennel Notes and Foreign Items. 

—The true color and points of the real St. Bernard 
dogs is exciting considerable attention among English 
sportsmen and dog fanciers. 

—Dr. J. B. Alexander, of Henderson, Ky., has pur¬ 
chased the dog puppy Kaiser, out of the imported Irish 
setter bitch Kitty, by her own sire Plupket. 

—Seven hounds of the Badsworth pack were poison¬ 
ed by eating a dead partridge while hunting. The bird 
had been poisoned. The value of the hounds was from 
£150 to £200. 

—The Glasgow and Buralem dog shows were held on 
the fid and 12lh respectively. We will lay the results 
before our reuders as soon as we receive reports through 
our foreign exchanges. 

—Among other business which will be transacted 
during the session of the Chicago Dog Show, will be 
the formation of a National Kennel Club. The entries 
of dogs certain to be present insure this as the largest 
and finest show of the kind ever held in this country. 

—A successful attempt at settiug a bird’s leg was 
lately made in England. The leg was pulled into place 
and securely fastened to the side of the bird by a mix¬ 
ture of gum aud flour, which, after drying, proved to 
be sufficient to maintain the broken bones in their 
proper positions. 

—As an instance of the longevity of elephants, it is 
said that the identical state elephant which carried (he 
'Marquis of Hastings when he visiied Lucknow, India, 
a century ago, us Governor General, is to be in the pro¬ 
fession to welcome the Prince of Wales when he visits 
That city.— Fanciers’ Gazette. 

—The English veterinarian, Dr. W. IIuntiDg, is giving 
a series of lectures ou the diseases of dogs at the “Dog 
Institute,” Knightsbridgc. These are very interesting 
and valuable, and a similar course from some educated 
vetrinary surgeon in this country would be of great bene¬ 
fit to our sportsmen, and reduce the number of deaths 
of tine dogs by inculcating a better knowledge of their 
various disorders and the proper remedies. 


Rufus and Mdb in the Field. 

To The Field: —Some weeks since having a little 
leisure time at my disposal 1 determined to fulfil a 
promise which 1 made Mr. Arnold Burges, when in 
Memphis, to visit his kennel. Apart from my desire to 
see all of Mr. Burges' dogs, I had a great curiosity to 
sec Rufus in tbe field. I examined this dog carefully 
upon the bench at Memphis, aud in my judgment he 
was the best dog shown, aud had common justice been 
done him be would have added nuotber to his many 
laurels by winning the sweepstakes’ cup, which, “ by 
ways that are dark," was awarded to a dog in no respect 
Rufus equal in looks, as I thought then, or in field per¬ 
formance, as I know now. 

Owing to delays on the road I had but one day to 
spare when I reached Maysville, and that day as unfav¬ 
orable for my purpose as uamp misty weather could 
make it. I was fully repaid for my trouble however, 
by the sight of some of tbe finest dogs 1 ever looked ul. 
Of Rufus 1 need say nothing move than that bis appear¬ 
ance fully sustained bitn as the winner of more prizes 
than any dog, except old Plunket, now in America. 
But 1 can not give loo much praise to Mr. Burges' 
beautiful field trial bitch, Quccu Mab. Of blood unsur¬ 
passed on either side of the Atlantic, this bitch shows 
qualities worthy of her illustrious origin, and 1 doubt 
uot will do as much or more than any bitch yet import¬ 
ed, to sustain the reputation of the great Llcwelliti ken¬ 
nel. 1 will not stop to describe her as I desire to speak 
of the dogs in the field. She will be exhibited at your 
show next week, und those who see her can judge for 
themselves of her perfection. 

In a small yard adjacent to the kennel I saw a very 
fine brace of five mouths old Irish pups, by Rufus out 
of Mr. Burges’ Friend, with whom he wou second at 
Memphis, runuing the wiuuer hard for first place. 
These pups, a dog and bitch, were as large, active and 
intelligent as any I ever saw of the same age. The 
dog is even now the very image of Rufus, while the 
little bitch favors her dam. lu quality of coat and 
color these pups promise to come up to the fashionable 
standard when matured. They arc the last of a litter 
of eight, and will go to Chicago with their sire to sup¬ 
port him in the stock dog class. A light red bitch at¬ 
tracted my attention, and 1 learned she was the proper¬ 
ty of Mr, Wheatly, of Memphis, aud that she was to 
be bred to Rufus. She is nearly reluted lo Tom Camp¬ 
bell's winner of first prize iu both the free for all and 
brace stakes. Di, Mr. Burges’ other Field Trial bitch, 
was at Mr. Bergundthal’s kennel, to be bred to Rake, and 
Friend is in the bands of Mr. Geo. W. Campbell, whose 
letters I saw, speaking in the highest terms of her as a 
field dog. The absence of these bitches and tbe death 
of others, has reduced Mr. Burges’ keuncl below its 
usual numbers, but, 03 he informed me, he is daily ex¬ 
pecting to hear from two bitches he is about importing, 
which will replace those he has lost. 

After inspecting the dogs, we started for a tramp 
with Rufus and Whcatly's Addie, that I might see the 
dog's action in that most trying of all tests, the braces. 
Mr. Burges very frankly told me that Rufus was not 
finely broken, as on account of his age and dash he re¬ 
quires more work than Mr. B. has been able to give 
him, owing to the scarcity of birds near Maysvillc. I 
was uot, therefore, prepared to find tbe dog under such 
fair control, or at ail, for the quality of work he dis¬ 
played. 

1 do not propose to describe the entire hunt. It is 
enough for the purpose to say that Rufus proved him¬ 


self a dog of wonderful speed and grand style. He 
quartered his ground beautifully, with his low curried 
stern whipping bis hocks, and turned at a single blast 
of the whistle and wave of tbe band, fully realizing 
my idea of what a game Irish setter should be He 
also displayed superb scenting powers, and great 
staunchness both in pointing ana backing. Iu my opin¬ 
ion he needs only to be taught to retrieve and to be 
given work, to render his success at Memphis next year 
an assured fact. 

We returned about noon, so as to give Mab a trial 
after Uiuner. We took her out alone, ns she was quite 
wild from lack of exercise, having lately been in sea¬ 
son. Up to this day Mr. Burges assured me Mali had 
had but two quail killed over her. It was not to be 
supposed therefore, that she would display much ex¬ 
perience on these birds. She showed great natural 
point and staunchness, standing larks and small birds 
at long distances. She has also great speed, though 
not so fast as Rufus, and evident endurance of the 
highest order, so that I can well believe Mr. B.'s asser¬ 
tion that no dog is too long for her. In point of break¬ 
ing she is nearly perfect, charging and stopping to word 
and hand at any distance, and maintaining the posit ion 
staunchly. She is also of the most tender mouthed of 
retreivers, and has as line nose as cau be desired. We 
found but three birds in the limited time, which was 
all we could allow, killing two of these over good 
stylish points, and having then retrieved in equally 
tine style, when we were obliged to leave the field in 
order to meet the boat. 

In conclusion I must say that I consider Mr. Burges’ 
dogs as fine us any I have ever followed, and if his 
health permits him to do justice lo^.hem, tbey aud 
their stock arc destined to take the very highest rank 
among the coming dogs. G. 


New York Correspondence. 

MR. A. OAKEY HALL AND “THE CRUCIBLE.” 

Our New York correspondent says “the Herald, in 
the issue^ of Jan. 10th, contains a letter from Mr. 
Stephen Fisk, in which, among other things contained 
in it, I select a few paragraphs: 

‘There is no possible doubt that it is a very good 
thing for the dramatic profession that Mr. Hall did not 
succeed. Had he demonstrated that it were a very easy 
matter for anybody lo leave his life-long occupation, 
walk upon the stage and achieve fume aud fortune off 
baud, our theatres would have been demoralized. The 
public losing sight of the exceptional qualities and 
training of Mr. Hall, would have concluded that acting 
required no study, no experience, no art. Everybody 
who failed in any other business would have made a 
raid upon the drama, forgetting that Mr. Hall did not 
go upon the stage because he had failed elsewhere, but 
because he was surfeited with other successes.’’ . . . . 

Stimulated by able editorials, interviews which did 
not tell too much and rumors which were protean in 
their assumptions, the people were uuxious to see the 
ex-uiityor, ex-editor, ex politician, ex lawyer in his 
new role. With ordinary managerial tact, courtesy 
und honesty, the largest theuire in New York could 
have becu crowded ou the first night at $5 a seat. 

Such mauagers us Messrs. Jurrclt & Palmer would 
have insured a tremendous busiuess for a momh iu 
their immense building; sueb a manager usMr.tDuly 
would have “run” this contemporaneous personal sen¬ 
sation as loug as “Divorce” or “Pique;" such au estab¬ 
lishment as Wullack’s would have lu-cu filled for the 
season. But the public have not yet seen Mr. Hall 
play. The management at the Park seemed admirably 
designed to keep them away. Thanks to the Thursday 
matinee, the professionals had a chance lo pass judg¬ 
ment upon their old friend, and it is their verdict und 
ami that of the critics which goes upon the record— 
not the verdict of the people lo whom Mr. Hall evi¬ 
dently intended lo appeal. 

To begin with, the debut of Mr. Hall at the Park was 
not properly billed and advertised. The management 
relied solely upou the gratuitous notices of editors and 
reporters,. But wbeu a theatre-goer reads a uotice of a 
play or player, he turns to the advertisement to learn 
the exact details of time, prices, etc. No such details 
were given iu the Park advertisements. Mr. Hull's 
nume was not mentioned in them until n day or two be¬ 
fore bis debut. By this time the public had begun to 
look upon the affair us a huge practical joke. When the 
advert isements did at last appear, no tickets were to be 
bad at the theatre. Intending purchasers were coolly 
referred to the hotels or the speculators. Five dollars, 
$3 iHid $2 were, to my personal knowledge, charged for 
jl.oO tickets. The public naturally resented these 
ticket frauds, and on the first night, when the Hippo¬ 
drome could have been tilled with Mr. Hull's personal 
friends, the little pneumonia breeding, incremation 
threatening, unfinished and unfurnished Park theatre 
was outy filled iu spots. 1 saw the dress circle nearly 
empty, the standing room down stairs not crowded at 
$1 a head. A few days afterward Mr. Hall issued a 
special card to annouuce that scats could be secured at 
the box office, but this came loo late. The New York 
public may forget, but it never forgives, aud tbe mis¬ 
management of the front of the house on the first night 
is alone sufficient for the failure of the whole engage¬ 
ment. 

Ail the papers gave criticisms of Mr. Hall's debut, 
but none gave a report of what he did, how be did it, 
and what obvious obstacles be encouutercd. In other 
words, they paid him the compliment of treating him 
precisely us if he were Booth or Davenport appearing 
in a new part. They made no allowances for his natural 
nervousness. They added that little extra cruelty with 
which, we always consider the performances of our 
dearest friends. Perhaps they did not know that Mr. 
Hull, with ull his inexperience, had to carry the whole 
play on his unaccustomed shoulders. Nobody had 
helped him rehearse. The company, hastily gathered 
from the four quarters of the country, had uot been 
properly drilled, and consequently played like militia 
instead of regulars. The manager, who boasts of his

Subscriber. 1. How shall I break u seven months' pup of be¬ 
ing gun shy? She has never been frightened by a gun in any way. 
2. is it best to cross a setter bitch with a pointer? 3. What book 
Is best adap ed to field traluiug? Ana.—1. If gun shyness is he¬ 
reditary in ibe bitch it will uot pay you to u tempt to cure her, 
for eveu if you succeed, the same fulliug is likely to aupear iu her 
future progeny. If. however, this is uot the case, take tlie bitch 
with a check cord fastened to her collar, aud get some friend t»* 
snap caps, over a feuce ut a little distance from you. Between 
each report fondle the bitch, talking to beriu an encouraging wuy, 
and give her some dainty like a bit of meat. Do uot allow a sec¬ 
ond cap to be fired till she has fully recovered from the fright oc¬ 
casioned by the first. When she does uot mind the report of caps, 
let your friend use small c targes of powder, aud increase tbu 
charge up lo the usual loud as the bitch gets used to the report; 
aleb, let him come nearer to her os she shows less fear. When 
fully recovered, take her alooe and go through the Mine process, 
from caps to a fulhload. but be sure to pel aud thoroughly soothe 
the bitch If she shows the least fear. Tuke lime aud patience, and 
If not hereditary you will soou overcome the fear. By no means 
take the cord off her till she is nil right. It will help you greutly 
If you work the pup with an old dog that loves a gun, us dogs are 
very imitative. We have broken gnu shy dogs bv the help of n 
bold oue after falling In all otlier ways. 2. No. llie crossbred, 
called a dropper, is the poorest of all dogs. It Is true he some¬ 
times works well (but not belter than either pure s< t er or point¬ 
er), yet his progeny Is utterly worthless. This is the verdict of 
the best breeders of Euglarol and this country.

No injury can come to the pups 
through the nutriment they derive from their foster mother. As 
a matter of principle we don't believe in the ubc of bitches with 
any bad habits to raise whelps. •

theu apply a preparuiion «* follows; Carbolic acid (crystals), 2 
oz.; water. 8 oz.: Glycerine. » oz. Inject or apply twice a day. 
The treatment for Poll Evil issimilur, only the operator must he 
more careful in cutting, taking care uot to touch the spinal mar 
row. which is closely situated to the poll. The cause or Poll Evil 
Is a blow or bruise caused by striking the head against a beam or 
low celling in a stable. Pursue the same treatment a* in FImIuId, 
only not too strong. I will guarantee any case of the kind.

(The following able and exhaustive article, descriptive of Mr. 
Bonner’s Stable. Is from the pen of Mr. Charles J. taw. Writ¬ 
ten for ant appearing iu tho December number of llnffncrs 
Monthly] 

WELLESLEY BOY. 

This is a six-yeur-old buy gelding, by Godfrey's 
Patchen, out of a tnare whopc pedigree is not known. 
His sire wins by the fast nnd famous horse George M. 
PatcbeD, who wub a stayer, and no wonder, seeing i mil 
his dam wus got by a sou of-imp. Trustee, nod ins 
cnindam by American Eclipse. These trifling circum¬ 
stances arc, however, forgotten when his produce is 
spoken of. and this is almost always the ettse when 
real good blood is in the mare covered by a trotter, un¬ 
less it happens to be Messenger blood 1 he tine game 
race-horse Privateer, now stands in Massachusetts, and 
gets fine up-standing horses, many of them trotters, 
out of the country mures. If he lives to a good old 
ace he will leave some hundreds of daughters around 
that section of country. These mures and ihcir 
daughters will be bred, and when some of the produce 
turDB out to be fast and exceedingly game anil honest, 
an immense reputation will devolve upon the trotting 
stallion w ho got them. Privateer, tbc_dead game four- 
mile ruuner, who got the dums, will never be heard of 
in the matter. This is how the thoroughbred horse is 
plundered of the credit which fairly belongs to him m 

regard to very fine trotters. 

Wellesley Boy is about fifteen handB and a half lugn, 
very strong, with grout raDgc and a very large slope 
from the croup to the root of the tail. His bone is 
big and he is very fast. At five years old he trotted 
in 2m. 26s. This year, on Mr. Bonner’s three-quarter 
track, be trotted a mile in 2m. lflis He has also gone 
a quarter in 82., and a quarter to wngon in 38s. 

PRINCE IMPERtAL. 

This beautiful little horse is the son of Flora Temple 
and William Welch, a son of Hambletonian. He is a 
little larger than his mother, and takes after her all 
over. He is bay, with while hairs in his coat, and a 
bunch of them at the root of the tail.

Now, this pair, one from the 
Desert blood, afld the other of English ancestry, had 
no business to produce such a trotter as Flora. Per¬ 
haps however, the Bedouins stole a son of Mambrino 
from’some English traveler, and thus dipped into the 
fortunate, fountain. 

Prince Imperial has remarkably hue, clean, vigorous 
action, and since he has been at home in Westchester 
county, he trotted u mile in 2ui. 30*s. Very little baa 
been done with him as yet, and he will make a last 
horse. He is a very game young horse. 

LADY BTOCT. 

The Lady is a very handsome and blood-like chest¬ 
nut filly, four years old, with white hairs through her 
coat. This was a characteristic of the sous and 
daughters of Venison in England, and they were 
among the gamest aud hardest stickers that have been 

raised there. „ . , ,. . 

Lady Stout is a little over fifteen hands high, very 
blood-like, and with much strength and power, bhe 
has a lino back, large prominent hips, powerful quar¬ 
ters and stifles, und first-rate legs. Her head is reso¬ 
lute and very beautiful. Her forehead is full and ex¬ 
ceedingly broad between the eyes, which arc very large 
and bright. The face is dished like those of many 
thoroughbred horses, and tbe nostrils of the fitly aje 
wide. She was got hy Mambrino Patchen brother to 
Lady Thorn, and a high-bred horse out of Puss Fra 1, 
by Mark Time, grandam by Daniel Webster Mark 
Time was by Berthune, son of bald Hamet by V ltgini 
an, and SuseUe by Aralus. Berthune is the gntuO-sire 
of Grafton. Lady Stout, at three years old, Dotted in 
2:26, the fastest time ever make by a tbrcc-year oiu. 

MAMBRINO BERTIE. 

This son of Mambrino Patchcn and a mare by Mam¬ 
brino Chief, grandam Flaxy by Telegraph, 18 a dark 
brown gelding, full sixteen hands high. He is now 
seven years old, and is remarkable tor power and 
strength. Ho has big slifles, with long and strong arms 
and a good head. This horse is very fast, and can trot 
all day. 

ED5VARD EVERETT. 

This famous stalliou is now twenty years old. Ham- 
bletoDian got him when he was but five years old him¬ 
self The” mare Rysdyk’s horse covered, and which 
1 threw Edward Everett, was in all probability thorough- 
- bred, got by imported Margrave out of a “ ttie J b F 
Trumueter The evidence of this effect is very 
strong, tbo.ugh not quite conclusive. Many things id 
’ trotting pedigrees which depend upon less evidence 

are accepted without question. . .. 

The horse is bay, much more blood-like than his 
sire, and very fine and gay in temperament and ac- 
B tion 1 was surprised to find hnn fo lull of life rd 
t looking so vouDg. He does not seem to have aged at 
all since I saw him years ago in Orange county. His 
fastest eons have been Mountain Boy, Joe Elliott, and 
Judge Fullerton; and no other single hoise, that I 
know of, has got such a trio. The former of these was 
out of a coarse, common mare. He was a hoise of im¬ 
mense soeed, and was rather unjustly accused of be¬ 
ing a quitter. He labored under several disadvantages. 
Hr, feet were never free from corns when he was upon 
the turf. The method adopted in bis training and driv- 
9. ing was of tbe hap-hazard sort. Yet with all that 
l- against him it took the very beBt in the country to col 
jar him No horse was better liked hy the men who 
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took care of him. and this is a point entitled to weight. 
Commodore Vanderbilt believes in Mountain Boy to 
this day He was a young horBe when upon the turf. 
Of Joe Elliott it is unnecessary to speak here. Judge 
Fullerton is out of a mare whose pedigree is unknown. 
There has been one cut out and fitted for her, just as 
there has for the dam of American Girl, and the dam 
of the horse who got the latter, but they are all fig^ 
meets of the imagination. 

The Judge is very fast, and he is a blood-like, hand¬ 
some horse, chestnut, with white legs and a blaze. He 
is champion of the wagoners, and has trotted in 2:18, 
in harness. Some have pronounced him a quitter. I 
asked Dan Mace about that when he lay upon his bed 
during his dangerous illness. “Quitter!” he said, “he is 
as game us any horse I ever drove. The trouble is in 
his feet. His hoofs are so thin and shelly that there is 
great difficulty in shoeing him. When ho is in proper 
noddy condition, and bis feet do not hurt him, nothing 
can make him quit." He is still a young horse, and 
certain to improve if his legs hold out. 

Everett Boy, Tanner Boy, Mamie B., and the Morse 
Horse are all by Edward Everett, and have trotted in 
2:30 or better. The Stratton mare and Mr. Marsh's 
grey mare, out of the dam of Lottery, are also very 
fast, and Montezuma, a three-year-old, trotted a heat 
in 2:41$ at Albany this fall. 

BROOD MAKES. 

Under this head I place first of all the veterans whom 
I have known for fifteen years, Lady Palmer, Flalbush 
Maid, and Peerless. The former was bred in the west, 
and was the model of a chestnut four-mile runner. As 
I look at her now, she reminds me of old Nannie Lew¬ 
is, daughter of Glencoe, and of Motto by Barefoot, and 
the best, Tom Patterson said, that he ever trained. 
Lady Palmer is, however, much more spry and active 
than Nannie Lewis was when old. It was a tight fight 
between Palmer and Peerless, two miles to wagon, 
with Sim Hoagland's weight up. The chestnut mare 
won it iD amazingly fast time. But with Hiram Wood¬ 
ruff’s weight, Peerless was the fastest for a mile. It 
was a long time before Lady Palmer was a steady trot¬ 
ter, and 1 esteem it fortunate that she fell into the 
hands of a man so capable and patient as Sim Hoagland. 
Three parts of the high-bred trotters arc totally ruined 
by those who have had the management and training 
of'them; and when a man has spoiled a horse or two 
which might, under other circumstances, have been 
great, he commonly goes about declaiming against 
thoroughbred crosses. 

After some years of perseverance with her, Lady 
Palmer settled to a steady trot, and then nothing could 
be fiuer than her powerful and commanding stroke. A 
cannon ball would hardly have knocked her off it 
With Flalbush Maid and Palmer in double harness, 
Mr. Bonner drove two ihiles to road wagon on the 
Fashion Course in 5m. l$s. Peerless trotted a mile to 
wagon in 2m. 23$a. She is a grey mare by American 
Star. 

Flatbush Maid was the best of her inches that I have 
seen in double harness. With Lantern running she 
took Mr. Bonner, Mr. Chas. A. Dana, a gentleman 
from South America, and myself, along in a heavy, 
double-seated wagon at a tremendous rate on the 
Fashion Course. 1 have not seen such trotting since 
as that little mare performed then and there for half a 
mile. 

Another famous mare in company with these three is 
Princess, whose races with Flora Temple made an ex¬ 
traordinary sensation. 

Zillah, the dam of Clara G., is also there, and has a 
filly foal by Startle. 

Tbeu there is my old favorite, Ella Sherwood, by 
Veruol’s Black Hawk, with a filly foal by Edward Ever¬ 
ett. Many a time Ella Sherwood' put money into pock¬ 
ets which were very much in need of it; and, ah! what 
a jolly time there was when Dan Mace brought her 
home ahead of Bruno in the third, fourth, and fifth 
heats of a grand race. She beat Shark and Toronto 
Chief two Inile heats. 

Sylva, a young mare by Viscount out of Sybil, by 
Brawner’s Eclipse, grandam by Medoc, is very high¬ 
bred. Viscount was by Alexander’s Abdallah, dam by 
Ruric, grandam by Monmouth Eclipse. Sylva has a 
fine colt by Startle. 

The Harris mare is by American Star, dam by Black 
Rock, son of Duroe, grandam by the Walden Slesscn- 
ger. She has a colt foal by Startle. 

Fanny Morse is a black mare whose pedigree is un¬ 
known. She has u splendid bay colt foal by Edward 
Everett, and she formerly bred a fast one to the same 
horse. 

Lady Pettee is a chestnut mare by a son of Toronto 
Chief. She has a chestnut filly by Startle. 

Lady Hughes is the fast mare by Jupiter who trotted 
in 2 min. 30 sec., and for whom Aldermau Hughes was 
offered $15,000. She was believed to have brokcu 
down, and was sold to Mr. Bonner for $800. Her leg is 
now well, and she has trotted recently in 2 min. 23$ 
sec. 

Mamie B, is a Hweet mare by Edward Everett out of 
St. Lawrence Maid. She has turned Mr. Bonner's 
track in 2:20. 

Emma B. is a chestnut mare by Edward Everett, dam 
the Kent Mare by L. I. Black Hawk, grandam by Ab¬ 
dallah. This is a fast young mare, having trotted in 
2:27 this season, and her action is splendid. 

Ada Duroc is a bay mare by Messenger Duroe out of 
Montgomery Maid by American Star. 

Lady Weller is a grey mare, dam of the fast horse, 
Tanner Boy. 

Lady IJasbrook is a bay marc by Edward Everett. 

Nathalie is by Mambrino Chief, dam by Commodore 
by Mambrino, grandam by Grey Eagle. 

Lady Irwin is a brown mare by George Wilkes. 

Lady Murphy and Lady Hettrick nro without pedi¬ 
grees. 

Baltimore Maid is by a son of Ethan Aden out of 
Horapc Jones’s broken-legged mare. 


Essie is a grey mnre by New York Ledger out of 
Fox, by American Star. New York Ledger was by 
Hoagland's Messenger out of Flatbush Maid. 

Jessie Kirk is a mare by Clark Chief. 

Jennie B. is a roan mare by H imbletonian out of the 
fast roan mare from Canada that trotted in 2 min. 261 
sec. This Canada mare was broad and low, with im¬ 
mense square hips. 

Lady Frcar is a brown mare by Administrator. 

Hebe, by Belmont out of lluidee, by Mambrino 
Chief, grandam by Zenith, is five years old. 

• Butterfly, by Delmunico out of Patti, by Mambrino 
Chief, grandam by Park Highlander out of a mare by 
Grey Eagle, whose dam was by Bertrand, is of the 
same age. 

Astoria is a brown mare, own sister to Dexter, nnd 
somewhat like him." With very little handling she has 
trotted in 2:37$. 

Elsie Wood is a grey, by Messenger Duroc out of 
the Griswold mare who trotted in 2 min. 28 sec. to 
wagon. 

Burr's Beauty, by Schuyler Colfax, and Aida Wool- 
sey, by Administrator, are four-year-old fillies. There 
is another by Abdallah Star, and another by Billy 
Denton. 

The three-year-old fillies are Alma, sister to Dexter; 
Amy Harris, by the Impsou horse, son of Edward Ev¬ 
erett, out of the Harris Mare, by American Star; Cym¬ 
bal, by Aleude, out of Taglioni, by Alexander’s Ab¬ 
dallah, Grandam Mary, by Monmouth Eclipse, out of 
a mare by Bertrand; Felix, by Aberdeen, dam by Ju¬ 
piter, grandam by American Star; and Alias Hooper, 
by Betts's St. Lawrence, out of the dam of Fred 
Hooper. 

Aida, sister to Dexter, is two years old. 

Timbrel, same age, is sister to Cymbal. 

Little Maid is thoroughbred, by Leamington, out of 
Lady Duke. 

Long Maid is by la'amington, out of Lady Emnicl, 
by Voucher, grandam by George Martin. The colt of 
this year, ow n brother to Long Maid, is very highly 
thought of by Mr. Pierre Lorillard, who bought all the 
Leamingtons for $1,000 apiece. 

Etta Manning is a yearling filly, by Edward Everett, 
out of Lady Palmer. 

Theyearling colts arc Decoration, by Everett, out of 
Lady Damon; Egbert, by Everett, out of the Harris 
Mare; Ben Jonson, by Everett, out of Lady Sanford, 
the dam of Jay Gould; Thomas K.. by Everett out of 
Jennie B., by Hambletoniau; and Manbrino Belmont, 
by Belmont out of Picctolo, by Mambrino Chief, gran- 
da ui by Grey Engle.

There are six geldings of various ages which I have 
not space to particularize. 

The last horse I mention is the thoroughbred two- 
year-old colt Longman, by Leamington out of Sally 
Whiskey, by imp.Hooton, grandam Quiz, by Berlraud, 
darn of Nantura, who was the dam of Longfellow. 
This is a very tine brown colt, and would fetch a lot of 
money if Mr. Bonner would sell him. Imp. Hoolon, 
his grandsire, and the grandsire of Mr. Marker's fast 
and famous Lula, was by Despot out of a mare by 
Catton, sire of imp. Trustee, grandam by Pilgarlick 
of a Whiskey mare, who was out of a daughter of Or¬ 
ville. Despot was by Sultan, sire of Glencoe and Bay 
Middleton out of Fanny Davies, by Filho da Pula, 

B andam Treasure by Cammillus. The breeding of 
ootou was very high, and very rich in hard sticking 
blood._ _ _ 

Selection of Thoroughbred Brood Mares. 

In the selection of the broodmare the breeder must 
take several things into consideration in the exercise of 
his judgment. The most essential and important 
qualifications of the broodmare are purity of blood, 
roomy conformation of frame, good temper, aDd a 
sound, healthy constitution free from hereditary pre¬ 
disposition to disease. She should be of medium size, 
for very large framed mares rarely breed racers of 
great merit, while many of the best'and fastest horses 
that ever trod the American turf have beeu the produce 
of small marcs. Imported Gallopade, the dam of lfeel, 
one of the best racers and greatest broodmares Ameri¬ 
ca has ever has seen, was a small mare, as was also 
Morgiana the dam of Sarah Bladen; Blue Bound, the 
dam of that brilliant galaxy of racers Little Arthur, 
Lightning, Thunder, Loadstone nnd Lancaster; Bon¬ 
net, the dam of Lochiel and Pleasuroville; Fanny Hol¬ 
ton, the dam of Lyttleton and Ten Broeelt; Capitola. 
the dam of King Alfonso; Picayune, the dam of Bal¬ 
loon, Florine, Louis D’Or, Ducatoon, Moidorc, etc,; 
Miss Bailey, the dam of Captain McIIeuth, Alice Gray, 
Lucy Dashwood, etc.; Jonquil, the dam of Josh Beil 
and Jim Bell; Fanny McAllister, the dam of Muggins; 
Gabrlclle, the dam df the great Miss Foote; Magnolia, 
the dam of Kentucky, Gilroy, Victory and Daniel 
Boone; Balloon, the dam of Revolver, True Blue, and 
the Banshee; Margaret. Woods, the dam of Star Davis 
and Wade Hampton; Ann Watson, the dam of llhyno- 
dine and Floride; Canary Bird, dam of Harry Bassett; 
Lucy Fowler, dam of Tom Bowling, Aaron Penning¬ 
ton and Calvin; nnd Maiden the dam of Parole and 
James A. 

Scarcely any of the above were over fifteen hands in 
height, and some of them were under it, yet they pro¬ 
duced racehorses of the highest type. A proper se¬ 
lection for a broodmare is one that stands on short, 
clean, straight forelegs; long, roomy frame; long neck, 
joined to the head by a large throttle; plenty of width 
between the jowls, as well as between the eyes; well 
developed behind, indicating wide and deep pelvis, and 
good depth of buck ribs; good legs and good eyes are 
indispensable, for these the mare must furnish, or her 
produce will be deficient in these points. Hocks which 
incline in too much must be specially avoided, as well 


as the other extreme—those which turn out too much. 
Constitutional defects, such as spavins, ring bones, 
splints and curhy hocks, which are all pretty certain 
to be transmitted to the progeny, roust be avoided. 
The defects of roaring and blindness must be viewed 
with suspicion, although it is a disputed point among 
vcuriiinrians and breeders whether they are hereditary 
or not. 

The age of the mare is not a point of such material 
importance ns many breeders insist upon, for the com¬ 
monly received opinion that the first foals of young 
mores by young stallions are always weakly and worth¬ 
less, I think, an erroneous one, for in several instances 
the first foal of a mare has proved the best she ever 
produced. Gray Medoc was a first foal, and the best 
his dam. Gray Fanny, ever produced. Unele Vic was 
Undine's first foal and her best. Many other instances 
might be adduced but are unnecessary. One of the 
ablest and most successful racing breeders in England, 
the late Sir Tatlon Sykes, used to declare that he 
would rather breed from the sister of the winner of the 
Oaks (provided she was sound and free from constitu¬ 
tional defects) that had never been trained, than be 
would from the Oaks winner herself. His meaning 
was that, in the former instance, no exhausting demand 
had been made on the filly's constitutional stamina and 
vital powers by the severe ordeal of training, and, con¬ 
sequently, she was belter adapted to breeding purpo¬ 
ses than the filly that had undergone that ordeal. It 
must not be inferred, however, that I wish to convey 
the impression that a filly or mare that lias been train¬ 
ed and run successfully on the turf is thereby not 
adapted to, or suitable for breeding purposes, for the 
experience of the past proves quite the contrary. On 
the English turf we find that Cyprian, an Oaks winner, 
was tlie dam of Songstress, another Oaks winner; that 
Blink Bonny, the double w inner of Derby and Oaks, 
was the dam of Blair Athol, who won the Derby ami 
St. Leger; that Beeswing, four times winner of the 
Doncaster cup, was the dam of Ncwminstcr and Nun- 
nykitk, St. Leger and Two Thousand Guineas winners; 
that the Oaks victress Crucifix was the dam of Surplice, 
the first horse that broke the charm that for forty-eight 
years had prevented the winner of the Derby from 
Carrying ofl the St. Leper also, and that Alice Haw¬ 
thorne, one of the greatest and most successful racers 
of modern times, was the d;un of the Derby winner 
Tliormaiiby. 

On the American turf we find innumerable such in¬ 
stances, for Heel, one of the best racers Unit the coun¬ 
try has ever seen, produced Prioress, I.ecomple and 
Starke; Ruthless, the best filly on the turf of her day, 
was the dam of Battle Axe. her first foal and a capital 
racehorse, while Monday, ihe sire of Battle Axe, and 
himself a splendid racer, was out of the famous mare 
Moliie Jackson, the winner of many races, and was 
also her first foal. 

The best ago for Ihe marc to be first bred from is be¬ 
tween three and five years; not later than live. There 
are instances where successful racers have been pro¬ 
duced from fillies bred when two years old, notably 
Optimist, the winner ol' the Ascot slakes in 1361, who 
was taken to England by Mr. Ten Broeck, and whose 
darn, a Glencoe mare, produced him at three years oid. 
Such cases, however, are the exception uml not the 
rule, and Ihe best age for first putting the mare to the 
stallion is, as Buid above, between three and five years. 
There are cases w here mares have trained on until 
nine, ten, or eleven years old beiore being pul to the 
breeding stud, but the instances arc rare where they 
have produced great racehorses. Fashion ran until site 
was eleven years old, but she never produced anything 
first-class. Lady Lightfoot ran until she was the same 
age as Fashion, but Shark and Black Maria, both very 
moderate animals, were her best produce. Sarah Bla¬ 
den ran until she was eight years old, but produced 
nothing of any account at ihe stud. On the other 
hand, Young Maid of the Oaks, by Imported Expedi¬ 
tion, was purchased when three years old by Mr. Wil¬ 
liam Bathgate (father of the present well-known turf¬ 
man, Mr. Charles Bathgate of Fordham), who bred her 
w ithout having trained her, and she produced .Midas, 
Mcdoe, Highland Mary, Cora and Gipsy, all renowned 
racers. Gray Fanny, by Bertrand, was bred when 
three years old, and produced Gray Medoc (the best 
horse of bis day), Kate Aubrey and Blue Bound, all 
distinguished on the turf. 

As the duration of pregnancy in the mare is eleven 
months and the age of foals arc dated from the 1st of 
January, the mare should not be put to the horse be¬ 
fore the 1st of April, and not later than the 20th of 
June. The foul should be at least five months old 
when weaned; consequently if the coll should be 
dropped later than the month of May it canuot reason¬ 
ably be expected to compete successfully with colts 
fouled in the latter part of March or beginning of April. 
The other extreme, of breeding loo early, is to be es¬ 
pecially avoided, for fear, ns some mares drop Ibeir 
fouls a fortnight before tile full time, the foal may be 
dropped before the 1st ol" January, by which its age is 
increased one year, which ruins it for all practical ruc- 
cing purposes. When, therefore, you have selected 
your mare possessing the requisite qualities of good 
blood, symmetrical conformation and sound constitu¬ 
tion, and have selected the stallion to male with her, 
you must be sure she is in good health, not too fat or 
too lean, but a happy medium between the two, nnd 
lake care that no scrofula or cutaneous disease taints 
her blood when she receives the embrace of the stal¬ 
lion, else the colt will assuredly show it somewhere, 
cither in his eyes, or hoofs, nr feet, or hair, or in his 
bones. It is a well-known and recognized fact in phys¬ 
iology that the ollspriug clears and purifies the mother 
of all taint of disease, which, however, becomes con¬ 
centrated in the offspring. If, therefore, you breed 
from an unhealthy mare or stallion, and especially the 
former, the produce is certain to be unhealthy, decrepit 
or weakly.—An Old Trainer in the Spirit.

The Western Trotting Convention. w 

Appended lo the call for a meeting of western turf- c 
men to be held al the Palmer House, in this city, on 
Thursday next, we recognize the n imes of some of our 14 
most noted trolling men in the West. Very many » 
gentlemen whose names do not appear, would have uu >- 
doubtedly consented lo their use bad application been 
made The call, however, is sufficiently endorsed to 1 
insure a meeting of unusual importance. The causes * 
which have led to this convention are believed to be ^ 

numerous. v 

The West believes there is a dispositon on the part 
of the present Board of the National Trotting Associa¬ 
tion to manage affairs without any regard to the pro- 
tests and wishes of the same, and also without much 
regard for what is known as the “Chicago Comprom¬ 
ise " which has been so fully discussed in the leading 
sporting journals of the country, in connection with 
the Dubuque- Wineman controversy In this case the 

West does not regard either Mr. Vail's action or the 
Board’s as justifiable, and in accordance with the un¬ 
derstanding of this compromise, which may be summed 
up as follows: 

The securing to any party who may have a case at 
issue before the Board of Appeals the right lo save the 
trouble, time and expense of attending personally the 
meetings of the Board in order to manage his case; 
and also the trouble and expense of making a defense 
or prosecution before this body upon the submission of 
written proofs. An attempt was made to ignore this 
exact interpretation. First, by Mr. Vail’s refusal to 
forward papers or copies thereof to the Iowa Referee 
in accordance with Mr. Wineman’s request, M being 
one of the parties to the issue. Secondly, by the in¬ 
dorsement of Mr. Vail’s action by the Board at its No¬ 
vember meeting. It is time that they have practically 
receded from their position, but not gracefully, like 
men acknowledging an error, but under pressure or 
compulsion, showing their teeth while driven from their 
prey They dislike to give up power; and under the 
Bv-laws of the Association they are invested with more 
discretionary power than they should be entitled to, or 
that is beneficial to parties having business before the 
Board The subject of annual dues should be regulated 
by the Association by some fixed law, and not left to the 
Board As was recently stated in an article which ap¬ 
peared in the New York Turf , over the signature of 
“Northwest,” sixty per cent, of the members of the 
Association at the dale of the last convention had had 
their fees of annual membership doubled by the pres¬ 
ent Board; nor has any reason been assigned for this 
unusual increase of assessments, which seems inexcus- 


Tbe practical turfmen of the West desire at the helm t 
no wall ornaments, but will insist upon having open I 
courts, that they may know who is entitled to front 1 
seats in the Association. They want no more star 1 
chambers, no more locked executive chambers, within I 
which the one-man power is brought to bear to deprive i 
them of tbeir just claims to judgment or acquittal.- I 
Nor must it be forgotten that greater economy in the : 
administration of its affairs will be peremptorily insisted 
upon; nor large accumulations of funds to secure the 
repetition of the old story of corruption. No sinecure 
positions. Salaries must be commensurated with the 
labor and ability required. It should not cost eight or 
ten thousand dollars a year to do what is merely the 
clerical labor of the Association. Where greater abili¬ 
ties are required competent gentlemen can be found 
who will give sufficient attention to the affairs of the 
Association to straighten them out fully as satisfactori¬ 
ly as is now done by the present Board, and at much 
less expense. Is it not just that the West should de¬ 
mand the retirement of such men as Messrs. Woolley, 
Vail and Edwards—gentlemen who have been active 
in the Board of Appeals, who, proportionally to their 
activity, are responsible for the heavy annual dues im¬ 
posed, for the breuch of faith with the Association by 
increasing them a nickie over the rates paid in 1878; 
who permit to remain upon their records an order de¬ 
claring, practically, that freedom of the press will not 
be tolerated; who are also upon record in many import¬ 
ant cases in a manner that has caused much comment 
and dissatisfaction; who ignore the most important By- 
Laws regulating their official duties; who act as a Ug- 
itlative bodv, authorized under rules and by-laws, in 
imposing tines so large in amount that we wonder what 
will be the next step forward, unwarranted by the 
Rules! Lastly, they are disorgauizers, and must be got 
rid of, or the existence of the Nation 1 Association will 
hardly reach another biennial convention. 

In conclusion, it is hardly necessary to remind the 
gentlemen who will lake part in the meeting at the 
Palmer House next week that they have an important 
. duty to perform, and one from which they should not 
’ shrink. It remains for them to say whether they will 
’ longer tolerate the evil3 above alluded to, or whether 
. they will demand a change in the composition of the 
j present Board, and continue their connection with the 
National Association, or whether they will deem it 

1 best to sever their connection altogether. Act boldly, 

but wisely. ^ 


and in either case extra labor falls on Borne one, unless 
temporary help is employed to fill the vacancy. All 
this trouble, however, could have been, and can now 
bo, saved by giving ourselves and our employees a lit¬ 
tle’time, daily or weekly, for physical culture. It is a 
conclusion that must be arived at ere long. Why not, 
then, inaugurate our Becond century by a good step 
forward in the right way? 


But the causes which are sufficient of themselves to 
justify the formal protest of the West, which seem to 
be foreshadowed by the coming Chicago Convention, 
are not all that the West has to complain of. The an¬ 
nual financial report provided for by the By-Laws has 
not been made. It looks badly, to say the least, that 
so important a duly has been omitted by the present 
Board. We have very good reasons for stating, too, 
that the Treasurer’s accounts were not even examined 
by any committee of the Board, or by the Board it¬ 
self, nor any report even made to that body financially 
until the summer meeting at Saratoga—one and a half 
years after the Treasurer bad entered upon bis duties in 
that department. If it is thought by the Board that tbeir 
couree is nobody’s business but their own, or that they 
can trample on so important a provision of the By-Laws 
without criticism, they are mistaken, 


Physical Culture. 

It has been decided that there shall be an extensive * 
athletic gathering at Philadelphia in connection with 
the Centennial, but the exact programme has not yet £ 
been published, nor even agreed upon. This we are 
Kind to announce, as it will be the means, if proper m- ( 
ducements are held out, of drawing together the best 
amateur form throughout the country to be matched 
together. It will then be seen whether we Americans 
have or have not the ability to make as good time as

English have, ami that it will not be very long before ( 
we do it. Our amateurs have not now the time to de- ( 
vote to training that the English amateurs have, and j 
after all it is only training that does it. Without tram- ( 
ing native and inherent power and ability is of very ( 
little use. The day, however, is drawing mgh in which 
men will see that the practice of out-of-door sports by 
their employees is of decided assistance to their office 
work. By exercise the whole system Is stimulated, and 
the invigorated blood gives strength to the eye and 
hand, and fresh power to the brain. We Americans 
have in this matter of out-of-door recreation, been self- 
conceited dullards, unwilling to learn the lessons that 
experience has taught the English. But ,f our pride 
revolted to learn from them we should have called to 
mind that our prototypes of ancient Greece and he 
proud republic of Rome were built up on the blending 
of brain and muscle culture into harmonious bodies. 

, By excess of luxury and ease they neglected their mus¬ 
cle culture, till their flacid forms were unable to con-

Steeple Chasing. 

We are glad to see the H. T. Herald exerting itself 
in the interests of a reform in the present mode of con¬ 
ducting steeple chases. Anything that will encourage 
the breed of that most noble animal, “ the horse, wilt 
receive our hearty approval and enlist our warmest sym¬ 
pathies. There 1 b much in steeple chasing which is 
superior to flat racing, and especially as the great ob¬ 
ject that breeders now seem to have is—not the sy m- 

etry and stamina of the animal as it should be, but 
tbe pace. Racers are now bred and trained down until 
they are mere shadows, fit to run. at most, a mile, and 
then only with a boy upon their backs, and are often 
such pitiable objects that a gentleman would be 
ashamed to be seen across their backs, even it they 
were able to carry him, while on the contrary, a good 
steeple chaser must have strength to carry his rider and 
himself Bafely across bis jumps, at the same time pos¬ 
sessing speed and good staying powers. But even here 
the good qualities are sacrificed in order to make quick 
time, and for that purpose the jumps are made such 
that a donkey would be disgraced if he could not clear 
them Let this be altered. Let us have something 
that will pul a horse on its mettle and bring out what is 
in him There are plenty of good horses in the coun¬ 
try who can take their fences, walls tmd ditches, in as 
good style as those of our British neighbors, and plenty 
of riders who'are accustomed to go across country 
taking what comes in their way, only bring them out 
But in order to do this we must have such jumps that 
will prevent the flat racer from entering. Lei the Amer¬ 
ican and other jockey clubs take this in hand ami open 
some sweepstakes or even purses for Bteij.lo chasers 

with jumps, sueh as we have spoken of, and we shall

It la a matter of surprise to many bow theatres pay, and it is 
much more a matter of surprise to managers and owners of the¬ 
atres to learn how they do pay. It is a wouder to very many that 
a manager will run a theatre If the expenses are not covered by 
the receipts. Take for instance one of anr prominent theatres, 
which during the last week was very nearly busted by the rumor 
started among the “eupes” that they were to have either no pay. 
or pay so small that it would not remunerate them for their 
trouble and waste of time. If the managers of ibis theatre were a 
little more liberal; if they would use the savior fairs commonly 
shown to artistes, and the “pleba” by other parties; if they would 
use ordinary discretion in their treatment of persous who have 
business with them, they would evade an immense amount of 
worry aod trouble; but unfortunately it happens that both the 
principal and bis assistant lack that peculiar conformation gen¬ 
erally denominated common civility , aud lacking this element of 
existence, they show. In their treatment of those with whom they 
have to come in contact, that waut of poliieueta, which, under 
ordinary circumstances, acts as oil, to grease the wheels of busi¬ 
ness, aud aids general business iu gliding smoothly along its 
grooves. 

We are sorry to have to state that such is the fact, but public 
opiulon will bear us out when we say that with one or two excep¬ 
tions, a person is more miserably treated at this particular theatre 
lhau at auy other one in our city. 1 be citizens of Chicago are 
generally noted for their liberality, aud when one iustauce of 
“meauueas" is shown, it la all the more marked, aud the more 
quickly noticed. There is oo necessity for an assumption of that 
exclusive style shown by these gentlemen, and we dt-precate the 
fact that such a style exists. It is possible that a feeling of extra- 
superiority exists in the bosom of these Adones, hut they should 
learn that others than themselvee inhabit this sphere, and that 
those who are co-iubabliants with them have equal rights, aod 
should he treated at least like men. 

While we areiu this strain we would like to state that, with few 
exceptions, the Chicago managers are as a class, gentlemen of 
the flr*t water, and understand the necessities of those with whom 
business brings them iu contact. We refrain, from obvious rea¬ 
sons. from making an invidious distinction? 

During Lhe past week, we have had all we wauled "to cheer the 
mind, to keep the heart aglow,” and there has been no cause for 
complaint on the part of lovers of amusement. By a stringent 
public demand, the opera was retained for one week longer, the 
management having cancelled tbeir Philadelphia engagement, for 
the simple reason that they knew that they bad a good thing iu 
Chicago, and we feel certain that Miss Kellogg, who is a favorite 
with every one here, aud who aeide from her professional charac¬ 
ter, is one of the largest, warmest hearted ladies that ever wore 
the buskin, and who seems to take a* her exemplar the dear de¬ 
parted Parepa—knows that she can do but little better thau 
favor the people of this city, who have testified their regard and 
appreciation of her by crowding her house nightly. 

Even on what were called the off ulghta, there seems to have 
been a desire on the part bt opera lovers to show tbeir apprecia 
lion of the manner in which the whole operatic arrangement was 
conducted.

but from Mr. Bogardus’ laBt letter to us we gather that he has 
weakened, that he wants to put too many obstacles in tbe way of 
making a match with Mr. Clarke. In tbe first place Mr. Clarke is 
an amateur, aud could only sboot with Bogardus for fun and the 
honor of the thing, as any money staked between him and Bo- 
gardus would deprive blm of his title of amateur. Mr. Clarke, 
however, gives his word that Bogardos can have as much money 
on In beta with hie (Clarke's) friends as be pleases. If Mr. Bo¬ 
gardus really means this match, let him not put up a forfeit In 
our hands, but let the money be free, to be covered by separate 
beta from Mr. Clarke's friends till the requieite amount to please 
Bogardus I* made up. 

So much about the money. Now about tbe conditions of tbe 
match Itself : Mr. Bogardus states that from physical disability he 
conld not eland a 10 or Hi days’ shoot, yet in his letter to Mr. 
Clarke, published In our paper of the 18th of December, he says 
"I will put up $600 to $260 from you aud go iuto the field in Illi¬ 
nois for a week or ten days’ shoot.” Now, if Mr. Bogardus could 
have gone into the field on the 18th of December, we can not see 
why a "game leg" should prevent him from ao doing on the 18th 
of February or any subsequent day. Again, Mr. Bogardus says 
he is "engaged till tbe second week in February,’’ why then put 
off the match till April. Quail, or any other game, are unprotect¬ 
ed in Texas, so that the 18th of February would be as good a day 
to shoot quull in Texas as the 18th of November. Such being the 
case, why change tbe game originally proposed. As matters now 
stand, it looks—not as if Mr. Clarke wanted cheap notoriety, but 
that Mr. Bogardus wanted to back out 

Heady aud Anxious. 

New Yobk, Jan. 12,1876. 

To the Editor of the Herald:-In answer to the letter of B. 
Gray, which appeared in your paper, and was dated Jan. 9,1 have 
merelv to say that be is a very stupid as well as impudent man. I 
have accepted bis challenge to shoot with Paine at a hundred 
birds, half single, half double, 21 to 30 yards rise, and have covered 
his money, lie named English or American rules, aud I have 
chosen the Prairie Glob rules. 

If Mr. Gray had a bit of sense be would have perceived that the 
distance of rise Is a matter of special contract outside of any rules, 
and that Paine can choose any distance from 21 to 30 yards. As 
to bis assertions about Paine and hi* 30 yards “good birds,’* all I 
have to say is that the last match I shot with Paine was at 80 yards 
rise, five traps, and English rules. Paine furnished all the birds 
aud I beat. 

When Gray has made good the stakes for the 100 bird match he 
challenged for, I shall accept the fifty bird match proposed by 
him, and before snooting either will out up the money ou both, 
and make them play or pay. I will also shoot against Paine five 
matches ut fifty oirds each for auy sum from $500 to $1,000 a side, 
each match play or pay. Paine may find his own birds and choose 
his owu rules aud diatauce. Palue has always knowu that l have 
beeu ready aud noxious to meet him on any even terms. I 
should have no hope whatever of his accepting the five matches I 
now propose, with all the advantage on his side, aud If I did uot 
feel persuaded that his backer, Mr. Gray, has more money than 
W i tt A. H. Bogardus.

Ontario Fish and Game Association. 

Toronto, Can., Jan. 13. —The first general meeting of 
the Ontario Fish and Game Protective Association was 
held on yesterday evening at the Rossin House. The 
following gentlemen were present: Messrs. J. O. Hew- 
ard, A. It. Boswell, J. Slaughan, Jr., P. D, Conger, 
J. 11. Morris, H. Armstrong, C. Shears, Geo. Warm, 
H. J. Grassctt, T. G. Bright, T. H. Marsh, Geo. Mc.Mur- 
rich, and about twenty others. The Chairman, Mr J. 
O. Howard, having culled the meeting to order, stated 
that since the preliminary held in December, be hud re¬ 
ceived a large numberof letters from prominent sports¬ 
men in various parts of Ontario, expressing their ap¬ 
proval of the objects of the Association, and promising 
their hearty co-operation in carrying them out. The 
Committee appointed at the last meeting to draft a Con- 
slitutiou and by-laws, made tbeir report, which was 
. adopted. The Committee appointed to draft a petition 
to the Legislature to have the game laws amended, also 
made their report. The meeting then elected Lbeir offi¬ 
cers for the coming year, as follows: .1. H. He ward. 
President; F. P. Austin, Ottawa, G. W. Girdiestone, 
Windsor, Vice-Presidents; T. Herbert Marsh, Secretary 
and Treasurer; Central Committee, Stephen Reward, 
Geo. Wurin, H. J. Grassett, J. E. Robertson, J. Marti- 
glian, Jr. Over thirty sportsmen, representing different 
portions of Ontario, were elected a General Committeu. 
The membership fee was fixed at one dollar, and any 
sportsman wishing to become a member of tbe Asso¬ 
ciation may do so by forwarding that amount to the 
Secretary and Treasurer. 

Chinese Acrobats. 

A party of Chinese tumblers, lately introduced into 
the Chinese theatre, San Francisco, are indeed marvels 
in their line. A number of athletic Mongolians appear, 
stripped to tbe waist, and begin a sort of combat on the 
stage. At first the fighting appears to be promiscuous; 
but six or eight finally ally themselves against one 
man, and try to overcome him by springing against 
him and striking him full in the breast with the soles of 
their feet. He meets this curious mode of attack by 
standing like a statute, while the others fail heavily on 
the floor. A number of tables are next brought out 
and piled one above the other, until a height of about 
20 feet is obtained. A performer, whose weight is no 
less than 150 pounds mounts them, aud springing in 
the air towards the door and stage, strikes both feet 
with a heavy thud upon the bare breast of a man stand¬ 
ing about ten feet from the foot of the tables, throw¬ 
ing him violently to the floor. How a man can sustain 
such a blow is a mystery. Again the agile acrobat as¬ 
cends to tbe top table, and springing upwards turns a 
somersault, while all the tables except the lower one 
are suddenly taken away. Upon the only table left be 
falls with a force apparently great enough to destroy 
life. One of the managers informed our correspon¬ 
dent that the tumblers are tridued from childhood, and 
become habituated to the terrible coucussious only by 
years of pructice. He added that many are killed in 
training, or maimed for life. None of their feats are 
graceful, but Bimply indicate a tremendous amount of 
strength, nerve and endurance. 

The Chinese aud the inhabitants of tbe East Indies, 
who arc ulso marvelous acrobuts and jugglers, set a 
very low value on human life. A few dollars, a few 
rupees, will pay for a life, and ordinary labor is so 
poorly paid that the risk of death and mutilation is will 
ingly run to acquire a surely, and to them, very re 
munerative skill.

Washington's White Horses. —According to G 
W. P. Curtis’recollections, the grooming of Washing 
ton's white horses was something surprising. The 
nigbt before the horses were expected to be ridden 
they were covered entirely over with a paste, of which 
whiting was the principal component part; then the 
animals were swathed in body clothes, and left to sleep 
upon clean straw. In the morning the composition 
had become hard, was well rubbed in, and curried and 
brushed, which process gave to the coat a beautiful, 
glossy and satin like appuaranco. The hoofs were then 
blacked and polished, the mouths washed, teeth picked 
and cleaned, and the leopard-skin housing being prop¬ 
erly adjusted, the white chargers were led out to 
service. 


’ Trout In Wells. 

Few people are aware of the quantity of dirt that 
falls into a well and increases the impurity of the wa¬ 
ter. The filth comes in the form of worms, flies, bugs, 
raBshoppers, and everything in the insect tribe that 
ies or crawls about the yard. Nine-tenths of this in¬ 
sect filth would be eaten by a good-sized trout, aud 
when once put in a well a trout requires hut little at¬ 
tention, other than to give him a few bread crumbs in 
winter and flies and grasshoppers in the summer, for 
in eating habits a trout is aB voracious us a crow, or, 
like him, can subsist on a very small quantity of food. 
In my well a common brook trout had nothing to eat 
save what fell into the well by accident ana a few 
grasshoppers in Bummer, for live years, yet, in tbe 
aquarium a trout six inches long will regularly eat two 
or three minnows a day, and when first taken from the 
brook he will eat double that number of minnows two 
inches long. Yet in tbe well tended aquarium this 
speckled member of the finny tribe excels tbe Lrout in 
his nulive haunts as much as does the high-grade or 
full blood Short-Horn, the native steer. In fact 1 think 
thiB is a truthful comparison, and any one who ia fami¬ 
liar with the trout in the shaded pool of sparkling wa¬ 
ter and in the aquarium will endorse this assertion. 

Allhough u trout has a very large mouth, and “can 
eat his bigness," for breakfast, dinner and supper, I 
would not put a smaller than a six-ineb trout in a well, 
and only one unless great care cun be exercised to feed 
them regularly, for the larger will devour the smaller. 

Considerable pleasure can be derived from seeing a 
trout in the well come to the surface of the water aud 
sometimes quite out of the water to take a fly or grass¬ 
hopper throwu to him. Aside from the pleasure, the 
greatest urgument in favor of putting him in our wells 
is that of cleanliness. The measure of the dirt wc must 
eat in a life time has been fixed at'one peck, yet our an¬ 
cestors wisely kept from settling the quantity we should 
drink, for open coverings und untight curbs make a 
wide variation ia the circumstances attending our 
draughts. Let us divide with the trout, who is better 
entitled from his cleanly habits to share with us the 
undesirable. _
